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Continuation of 1 1 . Applicants' arguments (Applicants' Remarks, pages 2-3), filed March 7, 2006, with respect to the lack of motivation to 
combine is not persuasive. The secondary Abraham reference discloses a specific benefit of modifiying the electrical characteristics of 
the tunneling region (column 3, lines 24-27, lines 42-47). The Wolf reference illustrates that ion implantation results in an amorphous 
region (page 283). Because the invention produced by the combined teachings would include implanted ions, it would also include the 
amorphous state, as evidenced by Wolf. Furthermore, because the modified teachings of Ying include a halo ion implant in an 
amorphous state, the modified teachings would also encompass oxidation of the amorphous layer, since it is the only layer previously 
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
